ARTICLE VIII.—ELECTIONS BY THE PSOPLE. | 


Section 1. Qualifications of electors: must be white man, twenty-one years old, 
citizen of United States, resident in this State one year, and last three months in 
county. Proviso, excepting soldiers, seamen, and marines in United States ser- 
vice, and persons convicted of bribery, forgery, perjury, &c. 

Section 2. Electionsto be by ballot. 

Section 3. Electors privileged from arrest, except for treason, felony, and breach 


of peace. 
Section 4. Returns of elections to be made to secretary of State. 


ARTICLE IX.—AMENDXENT AND REVISION OF CONSTITUTION. 


Section 1. Specific amendments may be proposed by General Assembly, by vota 
of two thirds of each house; must be submitted to vote of people at next general 
election ; if approved by majority, must be ratified by next General Assembly, by 
vote of two thirds of each house. 

Section 2. No convention to be held, without question being first submitted to 
people, and approved.

Provided, that said proposed amendments shall, at each 
of said sessions of the General Assembly, have been read three

Section 2. After the expiration of twelve months from the

bertadmissible, to prove what was the consideration of the said 
contract, and whether or not the parties agreed or understood 
that the same should be discharged by a payment in Confed- 
erate currency or treusury notes ; and if so, or if it so appears 
from the contract itself, then to show by evidehce what was 
the real and true value of the said consideration, and what 
amount the defendant is legally, justly and equitably entitled 
to have allowed him as a set-off according to said contract ; 
and the judgment of the court shall be according to the finding 
of the jury in such case.

No. 47.) AN ORDINANCE 


Granting a stay of execution on all judgments and decrees of 
the several courts of this State. 

SEC. 1. Be it ordained ty the people of the State of Alabama 
in convention assembled, That whenever any writ of execution, 
venditioni exponas, or other legal process requiring the sale of 
property, shall be, or has been, issued from any court of thia 
State, itis made the duty of the officer to whom .delivered 
for collection, upon being paid the costs due the officers of 
court upon the same, (sheriff’s commissions not included,) to 
return the said writ or other process to the proper court, with 
his endorsement thereon, showing the amount of costs by him 
received, and shall also endorse thereon, “returned by opera- 
tion of law,” date, and sign the same. 

Sec. 2. Be it further ordained, That all the defendant’s prop- 
erty, which is subject to levy and sale by execution, shall stand 
for the payment of the debts due by the judgment in such 
writ or other process,

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Suc. 8. Be it further ordained, That this ordinance shall 
cease to be law, from and after the adjourament of the first 
session of the General Assembly of this State, which may 
assemble after the passage of this ordinance. Provided, the 
lien created by the second section hereof shall not be de- 
stroyed. so long as said writ or other process shall remain 
unsatisfied in whole or 1u part.
